In order to 
pacify the People, who are very much out of Humour, 
both at Conitantinople and throughout | urky, by rea- 
fon of the fatal War in Perfia, the Sultan has given it 
out, that he will take the Field in Perfon, with a 
powerful Army, and oblige the Perfians to make 
Peace, even at the Peril of his Life; and among 
other Difpofitions for this end, 3 Men out of 5 in 
every Family are to go into the Service. On the 
Arrival of a Couricr Yellerday from Hanover, ‘ts. re- 
ported that a Ceflauon of Arms is in a manner certain. 

Hanover, Aw. 9. ‘The Portuguefe Ambatiador pays 
200 Crowns a Month for his Apartment. Tis {aid 
the Bavarian Envoy will flay here ull the King returns 
for Great Britain. By the frequent Conferences be- 
twixt his Majeiiy'’s and all the Foreign Minitters, and 
by the continual going and coming of Expreffes, "tis 
plain that Affairs of the utmoift Confequence are in 
Freaty, and a great Turn is expected very foon.
